Foreword 


gSHE purpose of this review is to present to the public some of the work 
iu*(*<)ni[)li.shed by tlie students of the Dei)artment of Architecture and 
to make the policies and organization of the College of Fine Arts better 
known. Architecture is the only branch of the arts which has so far been 
c(»rrelated with our American college system. Our American schools 

of architecture are, as a rule, a very satisfactory combination of the 

Beaux Arts .system and a liberal arts curriculum. The graduates of such schools have 
iilniost invariably attained positions of importance and stand high in their communities. 
It is also interesting to note that, when they have taken up other branches of art or 
busine-ss, they have been successful, showing that the fundamental instruction is given 
on the right j)rinciple. 



With the American school of architecture as a model the College of Fine Arts has de- 
veIoi)ed similar courses in Painting and Illustration, Drama, Music, Applied Art and 
Sculpture; and academic studies and technical work are offered in carefully balanced 
curricula. Students completing the four or five year degree courses are therefore not 
only thoroughly trained in the technique of their art, but have had in addition experience 
in the allied arts and a good general education broadening their views and preparing 
them for their career as artists and their relationship to the community. 


The association of these various arts in one building is of very great value. It gives 
every student an admirable opportunity of developing some appreciation of at least one 
other art and has the great advantage of producing an art atmosphere thoroughly sym- 
pathetic to the arts and inspiring for the individual. 

The Department of Architecture of the Carnegie Institute of Technology, founded 
eighteen years ago, has the advantage of being associated with an institution made up of 
young and enthusiastic men, broad and progressive in its policy. It has grown up in a 
city intensely alive, where opportunity for advancement is a constant incentive. Its 
association w’ith the Carnegie Institute with its exceptionally fine collection of archi- 
tectural models and sculpture, its permanent exhibition of paintings and the well knowm 
annual International Exhibition, the fine library and the Music Hall where many con- 
certs, lectures and other entertainments are given, gives to the Department of Archi- 
tecture an exceptional background. 


It is the policy of the department to bring together for its faculty men who have 
Ix'en thoroughly trained technically and have had in addition practical experience so 
that the school work is constantly related to professional work. All the work in design 
is sent to New York to be judged by the Beaux Arts Society juries. This eliminates 
loc*al and personal prejudices and has proved to be a great incentive. 


The students of the department have won many important awards, among them the 
Municipal Art Society Prize, the Stewardson Prize in 19^1 and 192£, the Spiering Prize, 
the Pupin Prize in 19''2'2, and the first prize and second and fourth places in the Le Brun 
(\>mi)etition in 1923. The school w^as awarded the Gold Medal by the French Govern- 
ment in 1921 as the best architectural school in the United States, and one of its students 
received a Silver Medal for the highest number of B. A. I. D. medals won by a student 
during the vear.

THE DEPARTMENT OF ARCHITECTURE OF THE 
CARNEGIE INSTITUTE OF TECHNOLOGY 


I N the summer of 1904 there was held one of 
the most important American competions of 
recent years — that for a large group of build- 
ings for the Carnegie Institute of Technology in 
Pittsburgh. The competion resulted in the selec- 
tion of Messrs. Palmer and Hornbostel, of New 
York, as architects of the buildings. Work upon 
the buildings was immediately begun, and the 
Institute opened its doors to students in the fall 
of 1905. 

The Institute includes four distinct colleges, 
each operating under its local administration, 
subject to the President of the Institute. These 
are the College of Industries, the College of Engin- 
eering, the Margaret Morrison Carnegie College 
for Women, and the College of Fine Arts. None 
of these colleges has reached the final limit of its 
scope of work, and all are developing rapidly. 

COLLEGE OF FINE ARTS— HISTORY 

In 1905, the College of Fine Arts or School of 
Applied Design, as it was then called, was tenta- 
tively begun by the opening of night classes in 
Architecture, under the direction of Mr. Horn- 
bostel, architect of the buildings. The following 
year a faculty was organized for the Department 
of Architecture, and both day and night classes 
were conducted with some fifty students. From 
this modest beginning, the College of Fine Arts has 
had a remarkable development. In 1908, a Depart- 
ment of Interior Decoration was organized and in 
1909, a Department of Painting and Illustration. 
These departments were located in the upper end 
of the Industries Building. The corner stone of 
the present building was laid on April 25th, 1912, 
and the new wings were finished in the spring of 
1916. In the fall of 1912, the Department of 
Music was organized, and in February, 1913, a 
Department of Dramatic Art. The Department 
of Sculpture was added in 1916. In 1920 the course 
in Arts and Crafts in the Margaret Morrison 
Carnegie College for Women was transferred to the 
College of Fine Arts and combined with the courses 
in Interior Decoration and Normal Art. To these 
courses were added new courses in Costume and 
Printing Design, to form the new Department of 
Applied Art. As a result of these developments, 
eighteen courses are now offered in the various 
departments. 

The object of the College is to give the best 
instruction possible in the above departments, 
and to add other departments of study of the arts 
as soon as the demand for them appears and the 
resources of the institution permit. 

The Department of Architecture has easily 
and quickly taken its place among the best archi- 
tectural schools in America. The facts that its 
resources have been adequate, its policy unham- 
pered, and its faculty composed wholly of able 
men in the prime of th^ir activity and ambition, 
have contributed largely to this result. 


The impression has often been expressed that 
Pittsburgh is unfavorably situated for the devel- 
opment of such a school. In this connection it 
may be suggested that the success of artistic studies 
depends rather on the students and their instruc- 
tors than on location. But aside from this, 
the writer considers Pittsburgh an especially good 
location, for many reasons, of which but a few may 
be suggested here. For instance, it is a place of 
the greatest pictorial interest. It has, in the 
neighborhood of the Institute, a quarter of archi- 
tectural interest which, in the opinion of most 
eminent critics, is matched in not more than three 
or four American cities. The public in general 
hardly suspects this, but a glance at the photo- 
graphs accompanying this article may give a sug- 
gestion of the truth of the opinion. But best of all, 
the atmosphere of the place has in it nothing of the 
dryness and sterility often surrounding places of 
older and more settled culture and traditions. 
It is almost supercharged with ambition, with 
activity, with hope and life. This seems to us the 
very best milieu for a school of arts. 

The Department of Architecture has now the 
good fortune to be housed in a building really 
appropriate to an art school — one to be matched, 
so far as our knowledge goes, by only one other in 
the world, perhaps, that of the Ecole in Paris. 
Not that fine buildings make a fine school of arch- 
itecture. Yet they do help make work conven- 
ient and life inspiring and pleasant. 

The policy of the department is as free as pos- 
sible from administrative impediments, and as 
liberal as possible toward the students in whose 
interest it has been built up. It is impossible to 
go into details here, but in brief the policy is to 
give the best instruction and to assemble for that 
instruction the most promising students possible. 
A few items of information are given on an ac- 
companying page. Others are given in the cata- 
logues of the Institution. No details will be 
mentioned here other than one of first concern to 
many young men who are considering the study of 
architecture as a profession — that of expense. 
There are exceptions to all cases, but in general 
we do not advise any student non-resident in 
Pittsburgh to enter the school without fairly cer- 
tain means of meeting expenses for at least one 
school year. Means with which to complete the 
course for graduation — of at least five years for 
students entering without any advanced credit — 
is, of course, the provision most to be desired. 
The whole cost of a year’s study naturally varies 
greatly with individuals. The estimated expense 
for a year at Carnegie is $641.00. 

Undoubtedly this Department will realize its 
purpose of becoming an important factor in the 
development of American architecture and civili- 
zation by persisting in its ideal of getting and of 
giving the best — the best advantages to the best 
students.
